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Bigger Tax 


Contributions 


Are Requested 


WASHINGTON 
(UPI)-An in- 
fluential Democrat has called on 
Congress to strengthen the “trust 
funds” of the Social Security pro­ 
gram by requiring bigger tax con­ 
tributions from persons earning 
more than $4,800 a year. 
The proposal came from Rep. 
Wilbur D. Mills. D-Ark., powerful 
chairman of the House Ways & 
Means Committee which has leg­ 
islative jurisdiction over Social Se­ 
curity benefits and taxes. 
Mills presented in the House 
Wednesday a bill that would ap­ 
ply the Social Security job-tax to 
the first $5,400 in annual earn­ 
ings. Only the first $4,800 now is 
taxed. 
Effective next Jan. I, Mills’ 
proposal would mean tax increas­ 
es of $21.75 a year for those em­ 
ployes earning as much as $5,400 
annually. Self-employed persons 
earning that much would p a y 
$32.40 more. 
Employers would 
have to match any increase in 
the tax contributions of their em­ 
ployes 
The bill, which Mills is spon­ 
soring without administration en­ 
dorsement, is designed to im­ 
prove the actuarial soundness of 
the Social Security program. Al­ 
though the increase in the tax­ 
able earnings base would result 
in boosting the maximum cash 
benefits that workers can qualify 
for, almost all of the remaining 
revenue would be used to reduce 
to negligible size the long-range 
deficits now foreseen for the pro­ 
gram’s "trust funds.” 
Should Mills’ bill begin moving 
through Congress, it would almost 
certainly become the focal point 
of a struggle for enactment of 
President Kennedy’s proposal that 
Social Security benefits be ex­ 
panded to include hospitalization 
insurance for persons 65 an d 
older.

Rev. Mother Mary Ita, the Grey 
Nuns mother general, explained 
in a recent exclusive article in 
the Courier-Times that the nuns 
had become overcrowded in their 
present Melrose Park home in 
Philadelphia and had had to look 
elsewhere. 
Had To Move Out 
A $125,000 gift estate had been 
donated to the Grey Nuns in Haw 
erford township. The nuns had 
already moved in when the Hav 
erford zoning board ruled that no 
such religious order could settle 
in a residential home under town 
ship zoning ordinances. 
A public hassle ensued and the 
Grey Nuns voluntarily moved out 
last December rather than create 
a further disturbance. That’s when 
they approached Lower Make- 
field. 
An initial public hearing was 
held in Lower Makefield on the 
request for special exemptions on 
reb. 21. On April I, the zoning 
board granted conditional approv­ 
al for the nuns to set up a mother- 
house. or central headquarters. 
But the board said the nuns
